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The Annual Keeneland Summer Sales 


Auction of Thoroughbred Yearlings Begins on July 28 


Requests for room reservations and for 
seats in the auction pavilion indicate a 
high attendance at the annual sale of 
Thoroughbred yearlings to begin at Keene- 
land on Monday. July 28. The sales extend 
through Thursday. July 31. The auctions, 
as usual. will be conducted by the co- 
operative Breeders’ Sales Company. A 
total of 382 yearlings have been cata- 
logued. and it seemed probable that most 
of them would reach the sales ring; a late 
check with the sales company indicated 
that only a few yearlings had been with- 
drawn because of injury or sickness. 

A large number of Californians were 
expected for the sales. Buyers from this 
section exerted a strong influence at the 
1951 auctions, and it seemed likely that 
the quest for racing material would again 
bring bidders from the West Coast. Wil- 
liam S. Evans, general manager of the 
sales company, returned late this week 
from New York and New Jersey. and 
reported that many buyers from that sec- 
tion would be at Lexington. The midwest 
also was expected to furnish its usual quota 
of horsemen. 


The current sales will consist of one ses- 
sion daily, beginning at 1:30 p. m., at 
which slightly fewer than 100 yearlings 
will be offered. This follows the practice 
of the last couple of years, when a change 
was made from afternoon and night ses- 
sions. Luncheon facilities will be available 
at the Keeneland club house. 


A great many horsemen already have in- 
spected yearlings at the various breeding 


farms, and a continuous program of “look- 
ing” will proceed from Saturday after- 
noon through Sunday and throughout the 
auctions. 

On the morning of Friday, August 1, a 
dispersal of the O. J. Breault horses, in- 
cluding stallions. broodmares, sucklings, 
and yearlings, will be held. A sale of 
racing equipment also is planned. 

The regular auction crew, consisting of 
George Swinebroad and Doc Bond, with re- 
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lief from “Laddy” Dance, will conduct the 
yearling sales. Eugene Flagg will serve 
as announcer. 

At the 1951 Keeneland Summer Sales, 
388 yearlings sold for $3,195,900, average 
$8.237. an increase of 37 per cent over the 
1950 level. Colts averaged $9,395 and 
fillies $6,603. 


The Brookmeade Sale 


The first auction sale of yearlings held 
east of California this year was at Belmont 
Park on July 19, when Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable offered its en- 
tire crop of foals of 1951, made up of 12 
colts and 10 fillies. The lot brought a total 
of $142.800. average $6,491. The 12 colts 
brought $92,000, average $7.667; the 10 
fillies brought $50,800, average $5,080. 

Top price of the sale was $25,000, which 
Mrs. Sara Chait (of the family which 
raced Lord Putnam) paid for a chestnut 
colt by Sun Again—The Damsel, by Flag 
Pole, a brother to the stakes winner More 
Sun, three-fourths brother to the stakes 
winner Sun Herod, and a half-brother to 
four other winners. The King Ranch 
bought a son of Pavot—Flower Bed for 
$17.000. He is the first foal of a winning 
sister to Your Host. The two top-priced 
fillies sold for $10,000 each. They were 
by By Jimminy and *Ardan. 

The sale was conducted by the Fasig-

Selection of Racing Material-rarr 


Horses that are forked wide in front, with too 
much space between the legs where they come out of 
the chest, should not be expected to run a distance. 
It is hard to give a reason for this, but apparently 
a wide-forked horse has some lost motion when he 
runs, and he tends to tire more easily than other 
horses. 

A horse with a narrow head is likely to have less 
intelligence than a horse with good width between 
his eyes. This may be a simple matter of how much 
room he has in his skull for brains. Intelligence goes 
with good horses. If a horse is intelligent, he shows 
it in his general expression and bearing. Many horse- 
men, when examining a young racing prospect, pause 
a short distance from him and take in his over-all 
appearance, paying particular attention to whether 
he impresses them as being alert and interested in 
what is going on around him. If they like his per- 
sonality, they proceed to a more detailed inspection. 

Horses with narrow feet tend to go sore, especial- 
ly over hard race tracks. Since narrow feet provide 
a small weight-bearing surface, the impact from 
running often causes such feet to spread at the 
quarters, and sometimes a broken bone results. I

have also seen a great many horses with narrow 
feet develop tendon trouble at the back of and 
under the knee. 


CONTRACTED FOOT DISHED FOOT 


The frog is an important part of a horse’s foot. 
It is spongy, like a rubber cushion, and it really is 
the cushion of the foot. The foot receives the greatest 
shock when a horse is running. Nature made the 
spongy frog to absorb the first terrific shock of a 
thousand-pound horse galloping over a hard surface 
at high speed. The more frog in the foot, the more 
cushion a horse lands on when he is running. A nar- 
row foot is inclined to become even more narrow and 
contracted unless it is cared for by an expert. The 
more a foot contracts, the smaller the frog becomes 
and the more difficult it is to get adequate frog 
pressure. A horse with narrow, contracted feet lands 
on the outer walls of the heels and must eventually 
go lame. The normal expansion and contraction of 
the frog keeps a foot healthy and sound. A contracted 
foot with inadequate frog does not get sufficient 
blood circulation. 

I have heard buyers criticized for picking up and 
examining the foot of a sales yearling while the 
horse was being shown in public. The criticism was 
expressed by breeders who thought onlookers might 
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get the impression that there was something wrong 
with the yearling’s feet. I do not think that breeders 
should resent this, because a buyer certainly ought 
to examine the feet of a horse he is interested in. 
But maybe the better way is to wait until the horse 
is taken back into his stall. The feet then can be 
examined in private and with less danger that the 
buyer will be kicked if the yearling is excitable. 

A yearling with either a ringbone or a dished 
foot is a poor risk. Dished feet generally are caused 
in a dry season by the contraction of the hoof from 
lack of moisture. Horses with dished feet are more 
likely to go wrong than horses with good feet. A 
dished foot may also be a congenital deformity or it 
may indicate that an inflammatory condition has

been present. Ringbone may cause lameness either 
because of the irritation it causes within the foot or 
through mechanical interference with the movement 
of a jo:nt. 

A horse with narrow hips cannot be as strong 
and muscular as one with wide hips. A man with 
broad shoulders and substantial hips is very likely to 
be a better athlete than a narrow-chested fellow. 
I think the same holds true with broad-hipped horses. 

I like a yearling with a swinging walk. If a horse 
walks sloppily it is likely that he will be sloppy in 
other ways. I like to see one that reaches out with 
a good stride in his hind legs. Some of the old-time 
horsemen considered it a good sign if a horse over- 
strode with his hind legs. They would examine the 
ground to see if the marks left by his hind feet ex- 
tended beyond the prints of his front feet. 

A horse with a short neck lacks balance. This 
type of horse tends to tire when attempting to run a 
distance, possibly because his lack of balance causes 
him to expend more energy. Ewe-necked horses are 
ugly, like horses with Roman noses, but a ewe neck 
or a Roman nose doesn’t affect a horse’s running 
ability. 

A swaybacked horse is homely to look at, but a 
sway back seems to be as strong as a normal back. 
The great swayback of all times was Tenny, one of 
the best horses ever seen in America. An old horse 
who used to race in the West was named Sway, be- 
cause of his back. He looked as if he were made in 
two parts, but he could run. I wouldn’t buy a sway- 
backed horse, but if I had one, his back wouldn’t 
stop me from training him. 

A goose-rumped horse, like a swaybacked horse, 
is not pretty to look at, but it is a fault that can be

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ABOUT PRESTON BURCH 


Nothing will make a man learn a business faster than to have his own 
money invested in it. When Preston M. Burch was 18 years old he 
bought his first Thoroughbred, and he perforce began to train horses to win 
races. This was in 1902. During the intervening half-century he has been 
a foremost trainer both in the United States and Europe. He has trained for 
some of the leading owners in this country, and at present he is the trainer 
of Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable, whose horses led the 
American Turf in 1950 with $651,399 
gained from 100 firsts, 94 seconds, 
and 61 thirds. 


Preston Burch was born at Au- 
gusta, Ga., on August 25, 1884. His 
father was William Preston Burch, 
who as a boy trained and rode Quar- 
ter Horses and served as courier for 
General Wade Hampton during the 
Civil War. William Burch afterward 
devoted his life to training and met 
with considerable success at it. Under 
the tutelage of h’s father and his 
uncle, Green B. Morris, one of the 
great old-time horsemen, Preston 
Berch learned the sound principles 
of horsemanship that he has built 
his success upon. 


As evidence of the regard in 
which he is held by other trainers, 
Preston Burch, one of the founders 
of the American Trainers’ Association, 
was elected the first president and 
held the office for seven years. Besides developing good horses, Mr. Burch 
has had a hand in educating some first-class trainers. These include Richard 
Handlen, Burley Parke (who was under him as an apprentice jockey and later 
as stable agent and assistant trainer), and Oscar White. The most recent of 
his “students” is his son, Elliott Burch. who assists with the Brookmeade 
Stable end has the family love for horses. The late Selby Burch, a brother to 
Preston Burch, also was a successful trainer. 


The first horse owned by Preston Burch was a bay gelding named Stuyve, 
by Stuyvesant—Katie A.. by Hyder Ali. The horse won under the Bureh 
colors—blue, orange cuffs and cap—a few days after he was bought, and he 
continued to win under Mr. Burch’s training. Some of Mr. Burch’s early 
experience was gained in Canada, where he did well with horses owned by 
F. R. Hitcheock, John E. Madden, Newton Bennington, H. K. Knapp, and 
others. Later he trained the Chelsea Stable owned by Russell Tucker and 
Ernest La Montagne. On November 7, 1908, he saddled four winners for the 
Chelsea Stable. They were Taboo, Connaught Ranger, Aster d'Or, and The 
Wrestler. 


After the “Hughes Law” killed racing in New York in 1910, Preston 
Burch went to France, where he trained for Harry La Montagne. William 
Astor Chanler, and John Sanford. He raced in France, Italy, Germany, 
Switzerland, and Belgium, and had success with steeplechasers as well as 
flat racers. With Mr. La Montagne’s Sultan VII he won the Grand Steeple- 
chase International, at Milan, Italy’s most important steeplechase. Later he 
returned to the States and trained for such owners as John Sanford, George 
Wingfield, Charles T. Fisher, Admiral Cary T. Grayson, Samuel Ross, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, William du Pont, Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, Don- 
ald Ross, Henry Lustig, Mr. La Montagne, and Richard and Deering Howe. 
In 1943 he assumed the management of Mrs. Sloane’s Brookmeade racing 
and breeding interests. 


Mr. Burch’s eye for young racing prospects led him to select George 
Smith, the 1916 Kentucky Derby winner, for John Sanford. He later trained 
the horse as a 5-year-old, when he was considered the best handicapper of the 
year, and had the pleasure of seeing him win the Bowie Handicap over *Omar 
Khayyam and Exterminator, two other Derby winners. 


Among other horses trained by Mr. Burch have been Firethorn, winner 
of the Lawrence Realization, the Suburban Handicap, and the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup (twice); Boatswain, winner of the Withers Stakes; Regal Lily, an 
Alabama winner; Creole Maid, a Coaching Club American Oaks winner; 
Wand, winner of the Matron Stakes; Sweep All, winner of the Endurance 
Handicap: *White Clover II, winner of the Suburban Handicap: the great 
steeplechaser Battleship; and many others. The Brookmeade Stable of 1950, 
when the stable led the money-winning list, included the stakes winners 
Greek Ship, Sunglow, Atalanta, Going Away, Dart By, and Ouija. The stable 
also included the 2-year-old Bold, which won the Preakness the following 
year. The 1952 stable includes Sky Ship, winner of the Florida Derby and 
a division of the Swift Stakes. 


Mr. Burch also has been successful as a breeder. In partnership with 
W. L. Brann he bred Gallorette, one of the greatest race mares, and he has 
bred other stakes winners. 


Preston Burch is generous with advice and help for younger trainers, and 


he will usually find an opportunity to tell them: ‘Make winning a purse your 
first objective. Make betting incidental.” 
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disregarded, just as you might accept a leggy horse 
if he has compensating good points. It is difficult 
to find a perfect horse. Sometimes you see a horse 
who is almost perfect physically, but he can’t run 
much. Knowing this, we must be prepared to accept 
some little defects if a horse pleases us otherwise. 
In selecting yearlings one must remember that a 
horse perfect in every way can grow out of shape 
and develop an unsoundness. On the other hand, a 
horse may improve enough in regard to some slight 
defect that it will be scarcely noticeable in a year’s 
time. Sometimes a knowledge of a yearling’s sire or 
dam may be a guide to a buyer. For example, if a 
buyer knows that the dam had a defect in conforma- 
tion but was a good race mare, he may be inclined 
to overlook a similar defect in one of her foals. 

I like short cannon bones. A short cannon, like 
a short pastern, means a longer upper leg and con- 
sequently a longer stride. I also like a good depth of 
chest. I don’t like pony-built horses. 

A horse should have a good width of bone, and the 
tendons should be clearly defined. There should be no 
puffy ankle joints. The desirability of wide, flat 
bones was mentioned in connection with tieing-in. 

A yearling with splints or bog spavins is very 
likely to be soft-boned, with a predisposition to un- 
soundness. Possibly he has been overfed or under- 
exercised. A splint on the cannon bone, or shin bone,

is not too serious if it doesn’t interfere with a tendon. 
It probably will not bother the horse. But it must be 
remembered that a horse with one splint will gen- 
erally develop more of them. A splint that is pressing 
against a tendon is sure to cause trouble. 

When inspecting a horse for possible purchase 
one should examine his throat and jaw to see if he 
has plenty of room for his windpipe. My father never 
failed to insert his fist where the jaw comes out of 
the neck, at the throatlatch. If there was plenty of 
room for his fist, he felt that there was ample room 
for the horse’s windpipe. If the space was too narrow 
for the fist, he believed that the horse would have 
difficulty in breathing when in a race. For the same 
reason he always examined a horse’s nostrils, to make 
certain that they were large enough to permit the 
horse to inhale and exhale easily when running. 

When I look at a sales yearling I always consider 
the record of the farm he comes from. I like to buy 
from a farm whose horses have scored some recent 
successes. That shows me that the horses have been 
properly cared for and the breeder knows what he 
is doing, and that the farm has good soil.

My advice to a trainer who buys fat sales year- 
lings is to turn them out on grass immediately after 
the sale and feed them little but grass for from four 
to six weeks. Most sales yearlings are too fat for 
their own good, and the excess weight has to be 
taken off them before they can be broken without 
risk of damage or injury. A great many yearlings 
that are fat and soft are also soft-boned. They de- 
velop infirmities as a result of too much feed and 
too much weight and not enough exercise for would- 
be athletes. 

In defense of market breeders who offer fat sales 
yearlings, I must admit that they are on a spot. 
Trainers constantly complain about fat yearlings, but 
they are suspicious of thin ones. A thin yearling 
doesn’t get a second look, because a trainer imme- 
diately suspects that he is a poor doer, which he 
doesn’t want in his stable, or that he has been 
through a recent sickness, or that he is from a poorly 
managed farm, or that he has been neglected. 

I do believe, however, that there should be a 
happy medium for sales yearlings. Market breeders 
realize that a sales yearling has to be in top condition 
to bring a top price. But they also know that year- 
lings must have proper exercise if they are to make 
good race horses. I have seen yearlings so fat that I 
wouldn’t bid on them, though I liked them other- 
wise. Some of them turned out well in spite of the 
fat. When inspecting sales yearlings, I look for ones 
in sound physical condition and in medium flesh, 
not hog fat. 

In the days of good old Sheepshead Bay, when 
vearlings were sometimes brought to the sales as 
early as June, they were broken immediately after 
their purchase, with no apparent ill effects. They 
were nothing like as fat as they are nowadays. At 
that time yearlings were not as well grown as they 
are now, and there was no such thing as a too-fat 
yearling. They were handled very little on the farms, 
were never pampered, and consequently they were 
hard to break, but some mighty tough horses were 
turned out in those days.

The 9-year-old Tea-Maker scored his third stakes 
win of the year in the Fleetwing Handicap at the 
Empire City-at-Jamaica meeting. In addition to win- 
ning the Jamaica and the Wilmington Handicaps 
earlier this year, Tea-Maker ran third in the To- 
boggan Handicap. It was the 92nd start in the 
career of Tea-Maker, which was unraced until he 
was five years old, and it raised his lifetime-earn- 
ings total to $160,325. Tea-Maker won his first 
stakes, the Vosburgh Handicap, as a 7-year-old of 
1950; in 1951, he won the American Legion and the 
Autumn Day Handicaps. 

For the first five furlongs of the Fleetwing Handi- 
cap. Tea-Maker followed about a length off the 
pace set by Squared Away. Closing on the younger 
horse in the stretch, Tea-Maker went to the front in 
the last sixteenth and was drawing away as he won 
by almost a length. The top-weighted Arise finished 
more than two lengths behind Squared Away for 
third money. Returning to the winners’ circle, 
Tea-Maker was greeted by a band playing “Tea 
For Two.” 

Tea-Maker’s time of 1:10% was only four-fifths 
of a second slower than the track record set by 
Sheilas Reward in the Fleetwing of 1950. Under 
114 pounds, Tea-Maker carried six pounds less than 
Squared Away and eight pounds less than Arise. 

F. Ambrose Clark, Tea-Maker’s owner, has entered 
four yearlings—two colts and two fillies—in the 
Saratoga Sales. His consignment is scheduled to 
sell on Monday, August 18.

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There is an old Gypsy saying that “Any 
good horse can wear out two sets of legs.” 
The truth of this was never more apparent 
than at present. when the good horses’ 
legs are wearing away like Popsickles in 
the sun. There are an awful lot of top 
horses on the shelf for want of a spare set 
of underpins to get them through the sea- 
son. Now is the time to “Stop, Look, and 
Wonder.” 

In the light of the present-day knowl- 
edge of the physiology of muscle tissue, 
our conventional teachings and beliefs are 
due for a complete reappraisal. A great 
deal of the current belief about the cause 
and cure of lameness just does not stand 
up under close scrutiny. As far back as 
we can trace, all writers on the subject 
of horses have listed concussion as the 
primary inciting cause of lameness. This 
concept holds that the greatest harm is 
done at the point of contact of the foot 
with the ground. In other words, the harm 
is done by the jarring effect of the weight 
landing on the leg. This premise was true 
to a great extent when applied to horses 
working on the hard uneven surface of an 
old roadbed. Today we have no uneven 
surfaces on the race tracks. The old re- 
frain that “he stepped in a hole.” or “he 
stepped on a stone” is no longer accept- 
able as a cause of lameness. Concussion is 
on its way to the ashcan as a primary 
cause of lameness.

A Discussion of the Causes of Some Leg Injuries

As a practicing veterinarian, when I was 
faced with a difficult case of lameness I 
was constantly frustrated by a lack of 
basic knowledge of the subject. There was 
always the discrepancy between the texts 
that were written years ago about draft 
and road horses and the conditions that I 
found in horses. This led into a firm belief 
by me that some of our basic tenets were 
wrong. To satisfy this belief—that the 
books are too far away from reality—I 
went to the track and took a job as groom. 
For six months I lived, ate, and slept with 
a bunch of good horses. In this way I was 
able to get an intimate view of the problem 
in all its phases. The experience was really 
gratifying. Believe me, this first-hand 
knowledge is infinitely different from the 
examination of a lame horse when he is 
cooled out and standing in the stall. 

The same values simply do not apply 
to a cooled-out horse that apply to the 
same horse when he is winging down the 
stretch with the bat stinging his tired 
rump. It truly is an absorbing study to 
attempt to evaluate the manifestations of 
fatigue. as evinced by horses in the heat 
of the stretch run. A whole library of 
books can be done on this one subject. 

To get back to my premise that muscu- 


ood as His Tendons 


lar and nervous fatigue are the inciting 
cause of virtually all idiopathic lameness. 
That is, all the lameness that arises within 
the body of the horse, and is not brought 
on by outside injury. A close observation 
of the race horse’s gait will reveal that 
the harm does not occur at the point of 
impact from concussion, but ensues when 
the foot is fixed on the ground and is in 
full support of the body. During this phase 
of the gait, the muscles, tendons, and liga- 
ments must come into full, harmonious, 
rhythmic co-ordination to support the 
weight, to lift the leg off the ground. and 
to propel the body forward. As long as 
all the tissues are functioning in their 
proper order, the leg is held in its correct 
alignment, and each member receives its 
just and proper amount of wear and tear. 
Any slight deviation from normal at this 
phase of the gait will cause a certain 
amount of ataxia, or muscular inco-ordina- 
tion. Even the slightest inco-ordination 
will produce some abnormality in the 
alignment of the leg and thus throw ab- 
normal stress upon structures where it 
does not belong. And what is worse. these 
structures are not strong enough to take 
on any added burden and thus are suscept- 
ible to injury. 

This brings us smack up against the 
villain of the piece. which is muscular 
fatigue. The plain and simple truth is

that when the muscles tire they stretch to 
a great degree and consequently throw a 
considerable part of their function upon 
the ligaments and tendons. These struc- 
tures, being entirely inelastic, have no 
protective mechanism such as the muscle 
has to protect itself, therefore they are 
the organs most liable to suffer. 

Since ligamentous tissues cannot stretch 
to get away from an overload, there are 
only two things left for them to do. The 
first is to pull themselves apart, which is 
what happens in the case of bowed tendon. 
The other alternative is for them to pull 
themselves away from their attachment to 
the bone. This is just what happens in a 
long list of ailments that are currently 
believed to be primary bone lesions. In 
this group we find ringbone, spavin, en- 
larged fetlocks, splint, and curb. All these 
conditions, while they wind up with a 
deforming inflammation of the bone, arise 
primarily from abnormal stress upon the 
ligament or tendon that attaches to the 
bone at that particular spot. 

Because of the anatomy of the ligament- 
ous tissue, its point of attachment to the 
bone is the weakest link in its makeup. 
Sometimes, in human athletes, the tendon 
will pull itself loose from the muscle of 
its origin. This is a fearsome injury and 
I have never seen it in horses. At their 
center of greatest density, ligamentous 
tissues are held together in tight, strong 
bundles. As they approach the attachment 
to the bone they fan out into thin layers 
that in all too many cases are not strong 
enough to stand the gaff. Most times these 
fibers pull loose gradually and thus set 
up a slow form of inflammation in the 
bone. Under severe conditions, large num- 
bers of these fibers pull loose at the same 
time and often pull chips of bone away 
with them. This form of sprain-fracture is 
the cause of the fracture of the sesamoid 
bones of the fetlock joint. It can be 
graphically seen in the case of the King 
Ranch foal whose X-ray plate was shown 
in THE BLoop-Horse of April 12, page 740. 

This is the same condition that receives 
such great publicity on the sport pages 
because of its prevailence in baseball 
pitchers’ arms. Due to some peculiar stress 
in the pitching arm that causes an inco- 
ordinate stress on the elbow, bone chips 
pull loose with a tendon or a ligament. 
Roy Campanella, the Dodgers’ catcher, is 
playing this season with a few loose chips 
in his elbow. Sometimes they heal back 
spontaneously, but more times the devil 
himself wouldn’t know what they will do. 

Joe DiMaggio played for years with the 
same condition in his heels that we call 
curb in horses. He even got the firing and 
blistering treatment when a careless at- 
tendant burned him with a therapeutic 
lamp. I must ask him sometime what he 
thinks of firing. 

What this all means in relation to the

prevention of lameness in race horses is 
a long drawn out subject. It means that 
there will have to evolve a safer method 
of toughening the musculature without 
wearing out the tendons. This evolution 
must necessarily depend upon a much 
greater understanding of what constitutes 
fatigue. 

The big discrepancy in our present hand- 
ling of lameness is the failure to properly 
evaluate the primary cause of the trouble. 
We spend all our time rubbing stuff and 


stuff on the large lump on the leg, which 
would disappear of itself if we removed the 
cause. This is perfectly evident on the 
breeding farms, where all sorts of bumps 
and knobs disappear with the removal 
of the muscular fatigue. While muscular 
fatigue is the primary inciting cause of 
trouble, it is very likely to be overlooked 
because of the rapidity with which the 
tired muscle recuperates. By the time we 
get around to diagnosing the painful con-

dition, all we find is the impaired tendon 
or ligament, while the offending muscle has 
long since caught up with its metabolism 
and is apparently functioning normally. 
Therefore we treat the fouled-up tendon 
and ignore the weak muscle structure that 
is going to come back into operation as 
soon as the horse is put back to work, and 
here we are right back where we started, 
with the same forces at work, only with 
a damaged tendon to go on. 

The inco-ordination of fatigue is very 
easily demonstrated by use of the high 
speed camera. This phenomenon happens 
so rapidly that it cannot be detected by 
the unaided eye. The twists and turns that 
a horse’s leg undergoes during a race are 
hard to comprehend. For instance the rear 
leg, when in full support, definitely bends 
in toward the mid-line and thus throws ex- 
orbitant stress on the medial ligaments of 


the hock, which is the seat of spavin. 
Here we have just the opposite of concus- 
sion. Instead of jarring action we have 
the huge muscles of the hind quarters 
striving to wrench the joint apart. Also 
under the influence of fatigue the knee 
joint bends away back toward the rear 
and the fetlock depresses until it touches 
or almost touches the ground. At this 
stage there is so much distortion of the 
structures of the leg that anything can 
happen. What is more, it usually does. 


The men in the laboratories are whit- 
tling away at the problem of fatigue and 
are gaining a little ground all the time. 
In the near future we will probably be 
hearing a great deal about a newly dis- 
covered component of muscle called A.T.P. 
—adenosine triphosphate. Remember the 
name, for this wonderous stuff may well 
be the key that unlocks the secret of 
tired muscles. 


While doing some research in the physi- 


ology of muscles recently, I happened 
upon a premise made by a leading German 
physiologist at the turn of the century— 
that an animal can be immunized against 
its own fatigue. Apparently no one has 
seen fit to do anything about this. What a 
boon that would be to race horses. The 
first chance I get I am going to try it. 


Dr. John Lee, veterinarian and train- 
er, has been engaged to train the stable 
of horses owned by William G. Helis Jr. 
This string includes Spartan Valor, which 
is being prepared for the $100,000 Arling- 
ton Handicap. Dr. Lee replaces Frank 
Catrone.

Dr. Miller and His Yearlings; 


Palestinian’s Fractured Leg 


Los ANGELES 

One of the social highlights of the sum- 
mer season out this way is the annual 
get-together at the Riverside ranch of Dr. 
Frank Porter Miller. This is the fourth 
year Dr. Miller has invited his friends 
from the Fourth Estate to come down out 
of their press box, forget their hot type- 
writers. and rest and relax at his ranch. 
The only two requirements are to bring 
along your swimming shorts and an appe- 
tite. 

The get-together this summer was dedi- 
cated to Centime and Countess Jane, the 
two Eastern stakes winners bred in Ken- 
tucky and raised at Dr. Miller’s ranch in 
Riverside. To celebrate the occasion aus- 
piciously. Dr. Miller imported Chef Theo- 
dore Poumirou from the El Prado in San 
Francisco, and the food was wonderful. 
The Old Dyspeptic Marathon, as Dr. Miller 
calls it, was featured by something magnifi- 
cent that tasted like stuffed chicken (Chef 
Poumirou undoubtedly has a much fancier 
name for it) topped off by cherry jubilee. 

But before enjoying Chef Poumirou’s 
repast, Dr. Miller made sure that everyone 
had worked up a suitable appetite. As 
guests arrived, their first stop was at an 
outdoor bar, set under the trees and um- 
brellas. presided over by Richard Raymond 
(Red) Gill. who is in charge of soft drinks 
in the press box at all tracks in Southern 
California. Some of the guests loitered 
around the bar before taking a dip. but 
others like Paul Lowry, of the Los Angeles 
Times, very thoughtfully combined the 
best qualities of both the bar and the 
swimming pool. 

Mr. Lowry hit upon the happy thought 
of having Scotch and soda delivered to 
him by some of the pretty wives. and he 
invented a stroke which is bound to become 
popular. He managed to hold a drink in 
one hand and swim with the other, and he 
did quite well with both. John de Blois 
Wack thought it was such an excellent 
idea that he adopted Mr. Lowry’s tech- 
nique. They were swimming around the 
pool, discussing one thing and another in 
convivial fashion when all of a sudden Mr. 
Wack began thrashing the water. He final- 
ly saved his drink from going under. 
“What a terrible thing.” he said. “I would 
rather have drowned.” 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Wack. other 
guests of Doctor and Edith Miller in- 
cluded Mr. and Mrs. Hal Ramser, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Stewart of Hollywood Park. 


Lou Rowan, John and Dorothy Maluvius, 
Mr. and Mrs. James Jackson. Jimmy Sin- 
nott. of Hollywood Park and the Fair 
Grounds in New Orleans: and his charm- 
ing mother. Mrs. Tuttle; and Mrs. Helen 
Carruthers. of Versailles. Ky.. whom 
everyone in California loves. 

After luncheon, Dr. Miller and Bill Peel 
showed off the yearlings they are sending 
back to Saratoga for the sales. And the 
best way to judge a yearling. I can tell you 
from experience, is to do so informally. 
Yearlings look better—and probably you 
look better to them—if you are seated 
on bales of hay about seven or eight feet 
up in the air. or straddling a_ fence. 
At Dr. Miller's ranch, the best seats 
were on the bales of hay. and they went 
on first-come. first-served basis. Mr. 
Wack and Mr. Ramser. I believe, climbed 
the highest and had the choicest seats, 
and it was worth while, for of the 11 year- 
lings headed for the Saratoga sales, some 
are excellent prospects. 

Dr. Miller’s favorite, I believe. is a roan 
filly by First Fiddle out of Service Ribbon. 
a Case Ace mare. She is the same size and 
has the same fine balance and the man- 
nerisms of Countess Jane. Bill Peel is 
partial to a chestnut filly by Stymie out of 
Lady Apple. by Jack High. Her head and 
neck are modelled on the same lines as 
her sire. My own preference was a chest- 
nut filly by Pavot out of Copper Jade, 
hence a full sister to Centime. She moves 
around like a ballet dancer. 

In Dr. Miller’s consignment are six fil- 
lies and five colts. His policy is to ship 
his young horses from Kentucky to Cali- 
fornia in September, when they are wean- 
lings. then back to New York the following 
August. when they are yearlings. During 
their life in California they are outdoors 
from the day they arrive until just a few 
weeks before they leave for the sales. They 
are rugged and healthy. and the record 
shows they can run. 


RECOVERY. Palestinian, one of the 
country’s best handicap horses in recent 
years. is resting at the ranch while a frac- 
tured bone in his right hind leg knits. Pal- 
estinian wears a cast on the leg, but Bill 
Peel says it will come off soon and he be- 
lieves there is a good chance the game old 
chestnut horse will be able to race again 
this winter at Santa Anita. Hirsch Jacobs 
intended to breed Palestinian to a number 
of mares early this spring. The horse was 


tried twice, but his right leg was not as 
strong then as it is now, and rather than 
run the chance of having him break down 
very badly, he was not bred. Mr. Peel 
reports that the mares intended for Pal- 
estinian were sent instead to *Basileus II, 
which handled the extra chores with ap- 
parent enjoyment and no difficulty. 


BIDDING. The annual California Breed- 
ers’ yearling sales have come and gone, 
and although the averages were up con- 
siderably over last year, a great many of 
the top bids were disappointing. There 
were a great number of bargains, including 
a colt by *Bernborough out of the Bull 
Lea mare Dearlea; a filly by Faultless 
out of Frangipani, by *Mahmoud; and a 
filly by Jet Pilot out of the Reigh Count 
mare Bells of Reigh. The first two were 
consigned by Mr. and Mrs. Wack, and the 
Jet Pilot filly was one of the first from 
the Glendora farm of George M. Thomas. 
Each went for a $5,000 bid, and I’m sure 
that at a price like that each will prove 
a bargain. Anyone with these three pros- 
pects would have a potentially powerful 
stable coming up within a year or so. 


WANDERERS. Mr. and Mrs. Wack will 
do a great deal of travelling within the 
next few months. They are leaving soon for 
the Keeneland sales, then plan to take in 
the yearling sales at Saratoga. After that 
they will visit Maine. then are journeying 
to Australia to see their colt, Deep River, 
perform in the Derbys at Sydney and 
Melbourne. When they return home in No- 
vember. they plan to ship Deep River te 
this country. “I think we'll be coming 
back in the fall with a real race horse,” 


Mr. Wack said.

The Doldrums Reach New York; 


Sweden, Horseplayers’ Heaven 


New YORK 

Various persons. including this one, have 
commented on the lack of quality in New 
York racing between the close of the 
Aqueduct meeting and the opening of Sar- 
atoga (the real Saratoga). and after one 
absolutely colorless year, the Saratoga-at- 
Jamaica (or pseudo Saratoga) meeting 
attempted to alleviate this by moving a 
couple of stakes down-State. It made it 
look better on paper. but not much_bet- 
ter in the figures on attendance and _ bet- 
ting. The notion here now, representing 
something of a revision of an older one, 
is that there isn’t any real way to better 
this. New York gets so hot. normally, dur- 
ing late July that hardly any gate attrac- 
tion would improve attendance much. A 
good many of the better horses are in 
Chicago. and some in New Jersey, and 
some stables go a little early to Saratoga 
and rest up. A large proportion of the 
owners disappear somewhere, possibly to 
somewhere cool, if there is any such place. 
No practical scale of purses would call 
them back. 

Furthermore New York. which boasts 
its excellence in many things, very definite- 
ly excells in having the worst and most 
uncomfortable race trains in the country 
if not in the known world, and neither 
Jamaica nor Aqueduct has sufficient park- 
ing facilities to make these trains less 
crowded. At Aqueduct. it may be noted, the 
parking area was increased this year by 
space for 1,500 cars. and the proportion of 
people coming on the trains dropped from 
about 50 percent to about 30 percent. 

So really there doesn’t seem much to do 
except to schedule races for horses which 
have been having a hard time winning. 
The stakes don’t attract a great deal, on 
the average, and while it’s well enough to 
have them, it’s possible that the $10,000 
overnight races which were so successful 
at Aqueduct this season might pick up 
the three dull weeks a little. But even 
this isn’t going to pick them up much. 
It's just a period to get over. Even in the 
few years that Empire City tried to run 
the East View Stakes and the Demoiselle 
Stakes as counter-attractions to the rich 
2-year-old races at Arlington, they did not 
draw fields as strong as their endowments 
warranted. and though they're less neces- 
sary in the fall, when there are other 
distance tests for 2-year-olds, they make 
better races now. 

Four of the five Saturdays at Aqueduct, 


it may be noted. drew virtually the same 
crowds, varying than 700 persons, 
regardless of the quality or value of the 
stakes feature.

OPPORTUNITY. Being quite satisfied 
with Wisconsin cheese, this tourist has 
never visited Sweden, but there is now a 
considerable temptation. If things get too 
tough, Sweden gets the call, because that’s 
one place I can beat the races. A’ story 
goes with this. of course. 

Red Smith, the Herald-Tribune’s sports 
columnist, was shipped to Helsinki re- 
cently to cover the 1952 Olympic Games. 
Since Mr. Smith is quite capable of getting 
lost several times driving from New York 
to Miami, despite the best efforts of the 
Ocean Highway Association—he drives 
out on capes, and things like that—it was 
not surprising that he wound in 
Sweden, which is. after all. close. Not to 
take a total loss he went out to see the 
Swedish Derby. and from the track sent 
back to me some Swedish pari-mutuel tick- 
ets which, I should guess. have no cash sur- 
render value in Sweden. 

These tickets are on ordinary green 
paper, and are apparently torn from pads. 
In ordinary black ink the amount of the 
wager—Mr. Smith was going for five kron- 
er to win (if “vinnare” means to win)— 
and on the specimen I have. it says “Hast 
Nr Sex.” For a while I thought this might 
mean for geldings only. but somewhere 
else it says “Hast Nr. 6.” whence I deduced 
it means the sixth race. At the bottom 
certain numbers and letters are punched 
in, made up of small holes. 

Now you know that American _pari- 
mutuel tickets are sometimes counterfeited. 
despite the use of special papers made of 
vari-colored layers. special secret inks. and 
various stampings with complicated dies 
and code words. Mostly the counterfeiters 
get caught, but usually they get a little run 
first. 

The Swedish mutuel ticket might be all 
right to reclaim a pair of shoes you were 
having repaired, but as a pari-mutuel ticket 
it leaves the door open. Any enterprising 
citizen with a portable printing press, and 
a handful of easily prepared punches, 
could have a hundred tickets on a winner 
printed before the jockey on him had 
weighed in. I’ve read about the Swedes 
being a straightforwardly honest people. 
Now I know it. or the Swedish Jockey Club 
would show a deficit after every race. 


PROSPECT. Except for the early hours. 
| sometimes think I should take up train- 
ing race horses. Nearly everybody in the 
business thinks that Ben Jones is the best, 
and it’s probably true. but it seems to me 
that ofien I know more about his horses 


than he does. Several seasons ago. for 
instance. | predicted confidently in’ print 
that Armed would win the Widener Handi- 
cap. when Uncle Ben was saying. with 
tears in his eyes, that he was running for 
second money. Armed won, by — four 
leneths to his trainer’s utter astonishment, 

Then there was the Derby of 1949. I did 
not pick Ponder to win it, but I put him 
third. Two nights before the race the 
wizard of Parnell assured me that he would 
be just as well off if he were running a 
Shetland pony. 

Then last week I thought Mark-Ye-Well 
had a pretty good chance in the Classic, 
particularly as rain was falling on Friday, 
and taking Tom Fool out of the race. “It 
would be a plain miracle if he could beat 
these horses.” quoth Plain Ben. I went 
upstairs and said to some of my colleagues, 
“Start betting. Mark-Ye-Well wins it by 
himself.” That’s what happened. 

There other instances, but 
here are three when I knew more about 
the Calumet than their trainer 
did. This does not seem to add up very 
well. and sometimes I suspect Mr. Jones is 
not being entirely frank with me. I put 
this thought away as unworthy. But it 
keeps coming back. At any rate, Mark-Ye- 
Well smothered his field with one big run, 
putting the 3-year-old rankings on an en- 
tirely fresh basis.

the matter shall be referred to the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board.”

HBPA Officers 


On July 1. members of the Central 
(i!linois-Kentucky) Division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion held a in the club house 
at Arlington Park in response to a call by 


meeting 


the division vice president. Joseph G. Ko- 
hout. The purpose of the meeting was to 
nominate candidates for vice president 


and the ten positions constituting the ex- 
ecutive committee. Mr. Kohout announced 
that he was not a candidate for a second 
term. 


Three men were nominated for the vice 
presidency—Lawrence H. Thompson, Earl 
H. McMahon. and William Hal Bishop. 
There were 23 nominations for committee- 
men. Mr. Bishop later withdrew his candi- 
dacy for vice president and supported Mr. 
Thompson.. At the July 1 meeting. Mr. 
Thompson called to the attention of Vice 
President Kohout and the other members 
a provision in the by-laws authorizing 
absent members to vote by proxy in 
HBPA elections. 

\ factional campaign developed, with 
Mir. Kohout supporting Mr. McMahon, who 
liad been a member of the committee which 
followed the Kohout leadership in’ the 
strike at Sportsman’s Park and the threat- 


ened strike at Lincoln Fields (at Haw- 
thorne) in) May. Both sides conducted 
vigorous campaigns leading up to the 


election which was scheduled for July 15. 
the voting to take place at Arlington Park. 
Hawthorne. and Fairmount Park. 

By a rather curious circumstance Mr. 
Bishop. who had been Mr. Kohout’s imme- 
Giate predecessor as vice president and 
who had been a member of the 
committee which conducted strike 
activities. was supported for committee- 
man by both factions in the two weeks 
intervening between the nominations and 
the scheduled election. 


also 


Thompson supporters were energetic and 
(as it turned out) successful in obtaining 
proxies from absentees. including many 
members in Kentucky and elsewhere who 
do not attend the races regularly or who 
were to be absent on election day. 

On July 14. eve of the scheduled elec- 
tion, Vice President Kohout issued an 
ovder to postpone the election until “after 
August 1.” He did so. he said. on recom- 
mendation of the national president. Rob- 
ert O. Read. Both factions brought in 
lawyers who gave opposite opinions on 
the authority of the vice president to post- 
pone the election after the date had been 
set formally. 

The Kohout side declared coercive meas- 
ures had been used to obtain proxies and 
to compel members to vote, and stated

(Continued from preceding page) 
this as a reason for the postponement 
order. The Thompson supporters specific- 
ally denied the accusation of using co- 
ercion. and declared the election would be 
held. as scheduled, because Mr. Kohout’s 
postponement order was an arbitrary act. 
They stated further that the proper time 
to challenge a proxy is when it is pre- 
sented. 

Polls were opened at Arlington Park, 
Hawthorne. and Fairmount. At Arlington 
Park. a judge was brought out from the 
nearby town of Arlington Heights to con- 
duct the voting. Thompson supporters were 
warned through Mr. Kohout’s office that 
they were jeopardizing their HBPA mem- 
berships by holding the election and partici- 
pating in it. Mr. McMahon announced that 
he was “not a candidate in this election.” 
Some HBPA members did not vote. 

When the ballots were counted, the vote 
stood: Thompson, 453; McMahon, 34. 
Most of the balloting was at Arlington 
Park. only 15 voting at Fairmount and 12 
at Hawthorne. Designated committeemen 
as a result of the election were the fol- 
lowing, together with the number of votes 
received by each: Jake Lowenstein, 436; 
Frank Nugent. 430; W. H. Bishop, 428; 
Howard Wells. 426: John Beck, 425; John 
Oglesby. 424: Milton Resseguet, 412; Jack 
Hodgins. 406; Jess Byrd. 393; S. Bryant 
Ott, 376. 


The “situation” simmered following the 
election. while the next development was 
awaited. Mr. Thompson declared he would 
attend the meeting of the HBPA national 
board in New York on July 26 and demand 
that he be recognized as the legally elected 
head of the Central Division. 


Mr. Thompson, 42. was vice president of 
the Central Division during the 1946-1949 
period. He has raced on the Illinois-Ken- 
tucky circuit since 1936. resides at Kansas 
City. but calls Brookfield, Miss., “home.”

He got back 
to the races in time to close his 3-year-old 
season with brilliant victories in the Prix 
Royal Oak (French St. Leger) and Prix de 
Are de Triomphe. His first defeat was 
by Tiberius in the Ascot Gold Cup of 1935, 
and he was again beaten in the Are de 
Triomphe of that year. Altogether he won 
12 of his 14 races and earned 2,048,302 
franes (about $130.000). 

Brantome’s stud career was marked by 
adversity. His first foals appeared in 1939, 
and included the Grand Prix de Paris win- 
ner Pensbury. one of the best horses of the 
war years. but the Rothschild stud was 
almost ruined by the Germans and Bran- 
tome himself was taken to Germany. After 
his return to France he got another Grand 
Prix winner in Vieux Manoir, -but he 
never had a large number of runners. His 
best known daughter is Montagnana, dam 
of the high-class runners Ocarina, Violon- 
celle. and Guersant.

H. H. Aga Khan’s Sales Make History 


Twenty Yearlings From World Famous Studs Will Be Sold 
At Saratoga, August 13 


The twenty 1952 yearlings bred and raised at the noted 
Irish and French Nurseries of the Aga Khan constitute their 
first offerings in the United States. However in Europe this 
breeder has been a big seller (and a buyer) since 1925. The 
records prove that part of the modus operandi of the Aga 
Khan’s breeding plans, calls for a constant flow of new blood 
into his studs. and a dispersion of the old, to keep the oper- 
ation from becoming unwieldy in size. 

From the first draft of yearlings in 1925 came Fairy 
Legend, winner of the French Oaks and dam of Feerie, win- 


ner of the French Oaks. The 3rd draft of yearlings sold con- 
tained Ukrania which won the French Oaks, and Taj Mah 
which won the 1,000 Guineas. *Alibhai sold as a yearling by 
the Aga Khan, was syndicated as a stallion for $500,000. 
*“Mehmoud, foaled in France, was offered at the Deauville 
yearling sales but failed to make his reserve, presumably on 
account of his small size. Later he won the Epsom Derby in 
record time, which still stands. Yearlings bred by the Aga 
Khan have proven their value on the turf or in the stud, or 
both, over a period of 25 years. 


The Aga Khan’s Record As a Breeder and Owner Proves 
Merits of His Theories 


The present Aga Khan is the third of his line to gain dis- 
tinction on the Turf. His grandfather won the Sassoon Cup 
in India in 1871, his father won the Burdwan Cup, and the 
present Aga Khan won the Burdwan Cup in 1903 and later the 
Viceroy’s Cup. The latter _is the top prize in Indian racing. 
Before entering racing in Europe a pretentious stud of thor- 
oughbreds and Arabs was maintained in India, Knowledge 
and love of horses backed this enterprise from the beginning. 

The foundation stock for the European breeding oper- 
ation was purchased at the English and French yearling sales, 
starting in 1921. How well the selections were made can be 
judged by the fact that the Aga Khan was leading owner in 


1924, 1929, 1930, 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1944, 1946, 1947, 1948, 
1949. He also led the Irish list in 1925, 1932, 1948, and 1949. 
He led the French list in 1924. 


As a breeder the Aga Khan has been the leader in Eng- 
land nine times; in 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1940, 1941, 1947, 1948, 
1949 and currently leading breeder in 1952. 


The Aga Khan’s record in the English Classics, both as an 
owner and a breeder exceeds that of any living man. His 
horses won 5 Derbies, 5 St. Legers, 3 Two Thousand Guineas, 
and 2 Oaks. Tulyar, winner of the 1952 Derby, was bred by 
the Aga Khan, as were his sire and dam. 


Aga Khan’s Success Due to Superior Men, Horses, 


Land and Methods 


When the Aga Khan decided to enter the European field 
of racing and breeding he chose the Honorable George Lamb- 
ton to select his first yearlings from the sales. Lambton 
picked 9 that cost $142,600. The next year they won 13 races 
and $126,115. Through 1934 the Aga Khan bought 114 year- 
lings at public auction, which cost $1,579,100 and won $924,305. 
This might seem to have been a loss, but involved fillies like 
Friar’s Daughter which only won $860 but bred *Bahram and 
the winners of close to $300,000. 

In founding his breeding stock price was not a factor. 
Bloodlines and qualities approved by his advisors were the 
determiners. At times his choices were the consensus of 
opinion, as in the cases of Teresina, Mumtaz Mahal, and 
Quarrat-al-Ain. All topped the yearling prices of their year. 
Teresina cost $38,500, won $54,720; Mumtaz Mahal cost $45,500 
and won over $60,000; Quarrat-al-Ain cost $62,500, won $55,460 
in first monies. All became foundation mares whose descend- 
ants have won or produced the winners of millions. This 
breeding project was founded on the cream of the thorough- 
bred world 30 years ago, and the records bespeak its progress. 

In addition to the successful bloodlines, choice individuals, 
original breeding principles, and unique system of constantly 
buying and selling, the Aga Khan maintains 4 studs in Ireland 


and 3 in France. The Irish stud farms are under the direc- 
tion of Mr. N. W. Waddington, and the French that of Madame 
Vuillier, widow of Lt. Colonel Vuillier, inventor of the Dosage 
System, and great authority on breeding. The many Amer- 
icans who visit these farms are unanimous in their praise of 
the superlative grass, and the superb condition of the stock. 
The mineral content of the land, and the water, in both sec- 
tions of the countries where these studs are located, has been 
prized for years by Thoroughbred breeders. 


The Ballymanny Stud in Ireland was formerly owned_by 
the late Duke of Westminster, who won 4 Derbies, 3 Two 
Thousands, 2 St. Legers, and 1 One Thousand.

$6,100. The next year she foaled Nellie Flag, 
which won the Matron, the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
and the Selima Stakes before being retired to the 
farm. One of the two stakes winners produced by 
Nellie Flag was Mar-Kell, the dam of Mark-Ye- 
Well. Mar-Kell won the Spinaway Stakes, and the 
Top Flight, the Cinderella, the Beldame, and the 
Evening Handicaps. Mar-Kell has a 2-year-old 
brother to Mark-Ye-Well named Conjure, which is 
with the Calumet racing stable in California. This 
year, Mar-Kell foaled a filly by Bull Lea, and 
was bred to Citation. 

Mark-Ye-Well did not race as a 2-year-old because 
of a weak stifle. Paul Eblehardt, Calumet Farm 
menager, reports that the colt was taken from 
the racing stable back to the farm, treated for 
the condition, and turned out on pasture. After 
showing some improvement, he returned to the 
racing stable last winter and trained at Santa 
Anita Park, where he made his first start on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1952, running third.

Breault of Paris, Ky. The son of Challenge Me 
was consigned by Mr. Breault to the 1950 Saratoga 
Yearling Sales, where he went to R. N. Webster 
for $1,400. Making his first start on June 12, 1951, 
at Belmont Park under Mr. Webster’s colors, Flaunt 
was claimed for $5,000 by Arnold Skjeveland, his 
present owner.

Carrying the top weight, Hampton Stable’s Alerted 
came up from behind to take the $19,750 first money 
in the Questionnaire Handicap on the last day of 
the Empire City-at-Jamaica meeting. For the son

Sahuaro, 
the principal reason for the public confi- 
dence in the entry, fell under the starting 
gate, was excluded by the stewards, leaving 
the less worthy half of the entry to carry 
the bettors’ money down the drain. 

Kyne bounced up the stairs to the press 
box and declared himself: “It isn’t fair to 
the bettor; there ought to be a law against 
it. In fact. I’m going to try to do something 
about having the rules changed. .. . If 
one part of the entry is scratched and 
that horse is the one upon which the pub- 
lic is placing its confidence, then both 
horses should be withdrawn.”

WATERFORD SUMMARY 


The very successful 40-day meeting at 
Waterford Park came to a close on July 12 
in a burst of surprises—a new wagering 
record of $513.926 was hung up. a total of 
$10.584.858 went through the betting ma- 
chines during the meeting, and Old Mason, 
owned by A. L. Birch. of Shelbyville. Ky., 
registered a mild surprise in the $7.500- 
added Waterford Park Stakes. a run of 
miles for 3-year-olds. 

In moving off the pace to collar the 
favorite, Orco, in the run down the stretch, 
Old Mason earned the winner's share of 
$5.667.50 for the biggest purse ever put 
up in West Virginia racing. The son of 
Platter—Slapdash. by Siimulus. was ridden 
by 19-year-old Charles M. Clark. a native 
of Lexington. Ky.. and one of the leading 
jockeys at the meeting. 

A gathering of 10.027 witnessed the 
nine-race card on the last day of activity 
until October 4. when a 25-day session 
gets underway. 

A total of $10.584.858 was wagered dur- 
ing the 40 days of racing for an average 
of $264.621. This was a sizeable increase 
over the $183.196 bet daily during the 
inaugural period here last year. The pre- 
vicus “high” for any one day was $499,076, 
put through the wagering machines on Me- 
morial Day. May 30, 1952. 

An all-time daily double wagering record 
was also set on July 12 when a pool of 
$36.868 was recorded. 

Jockey W. (Whistling Willie) Carstens, 
22-year-old native of Davenport. Iowa, 
wound up the leading rider with 37 win- 
ning mounts. In second place was appren- 
tice Lowell Thomas McKnight. 18-year-old 
boy from Charleston, W. Va.. who cut quite 
a swath here lately. He wound up with 32 
winners. In third position was Vie Bovine, 
with 26 trips to the winner’s circle. The 
leading trainer was Norman L. Haymaker, 
who saddled 18 winners.
